Girls who haven't had any luck 
so far this Leap Year will be in- 
terested in an item shown at the 
Country Antiques Fair in New 
York, It’s a man trap. 

The trap was used by large land- 
owners in eighteenth century Eng- 
land to catch poachers, It’s in an 
exhibit of the Early American In- 
dustries Association, whose mem- 
bers collect tools and implements 
used years ago in agriculture, the 
professions, business and the home. 

The man-catcher is of hand- 
wrought iron and is the spring 
type. It is about four feet long 
and looks much like a bear trap. 
Its jaws are fitted with angry 
looking teeth. 

The man-trap is one out of about 
30 traps shown at the Fair. Others 
in the collection range from an 
elaborate revolving  fly-catcher 
powered by a windup clock mech- 
anism to the largest, which is for 
grizzly bears. 

Elegant mousetrap 

There are several types of 
mousetraps. For stylish mice, one 
is constructed like a small elegant 
house. Then there’s a complicated 
cage with a wire drum which

Three University of Cali- 
fornia optometrists contend 
that human sight gets about 
as old as it ever will Le at the 
age of 52, rather than at the 
age of 60 as commonly be 
lieved by most eye men 

Dr. Elwin Marg, writing in the 
American Journal of Optometry, 
says he and two associates reach- 
ed their conclusions on sight-aging 
after a careful study of 106 men 
and women between the ages of 
42 and 60. 

The three doctors concerned 
themselves with the condition 
known as “presbyopia"” or, more 
simply, old sight. They define pres- 
byopia as the loss of ability to 
focus on close objects. In most 
people this condition begins by the 
time they have reached their mid- 
dle 40's 

Various stages of presbyopia 
are measured in the individual by 
determining his shortest distance 
of clear vision, and, the shorter
